Americus, Ga., December 13.—(4)— 
After introducing testimony in an at- 
tempt to connect Sammy Hooks, prom- 
inent young Americus man, with an at- 
tempted criminal assault upon a so- 


| ate girl here last April, the state to- 


day rested its case in Hooks’ trial. 

The state sought to prove through 
fingerprint experts that Hooks was the 
“mysterious marauder”’ who, on a se- 
ries of a dozen nightly raids, attempt- 
ed assault upon as many prominent 
young women of Americus. 

The defense admitted that the fin- 
gerprints introduced by the state were 
Hooks,’ but claimed, and will present 
testimony to show, that those alleged- 
ly found at the home of the particular 
young girl for whose attempted as- 
sault Hooks is on trial were fabri- 
eated by W. C. Dean, Macon finger- 
print expert. 

Dean was subjected to a strenuous 
grilling by defense attorneys on cross- 
examination, when he was recalled to 
the stand today. The defense charged 
that the fingerprints given Dean by 
the defendant were fabricated. 

T. L. Summers, police chief of 
Americus, was called to the stand by 
the state today to tell of employing 
Dean on the case. 

“These fingerprints given Dean were 
numbered only,” the chief said, “so 
that Dean could not have known from 
what person they were made.” 

Under cross-examination Chief Sum- 
mers said Dean had attempted to 

“sell” to Solicitor Felton the finger- 
print “evidence.” 

Captain EK. O. Saunders, of Fort 
Benning, Ga., testified that. he had 
‘qualified as a fingerprint expert as a 
witness in over a hundred cases, and 
that in his opinion the fingerprints 
in question were taken from a base- 
board and could not have been fabri- 
cated.

COOPERATIVE MARKETING 
‘AVORED. 
BY WILLIAM M. JARDINE. 

United States Secretary of Agriculture. 

(William M, Jardine was born in 
Oneida county, Idaho, on January 16, 
1879. He obtained an agricultural de- 
gree from the Agricultural college of 
Utah ja 1904. Uatil he was twenty Jar- 
dine worked ou the ranches of Idaho 
aml Muutana. He taught and lectured in 
various agricultural sehools, and at the 
time of his appointment as head of the 
United States department of agriculture, 
in 1925, Jardine was president of the 
Kansas State Agricultural college. Hie 
home is at Manhattan, Kans.) 


Although I believe in centralization

As I have already pointed out, when 
grain is marketed by strong coopera- 
tive organizations, on the basis of 
adequate knowledge regarding supply 
and demand eonditions, much of the 
uneertainty in the minds of both buy- 
ers and sellers should be removed. 

The farmers, throngh their cooper- 
native organizations, shonld be able to 
sell at a price which is justified by 
economie conditions, and is not tem- 
porarily enhanced or depressed by 
temporary influenees, I do not believe 
it can be denied that a stable market 
would benefit both the producer and 
consumer of grain, 

Any business can be adjusted to a 
fairly stable price, either for what it

The issue thus presented is an acute 
and immensely important one, involv- 
ing fundamental rights and the su- 
preme functions of the national ju- 
dicial system. But, in the end, there 
can scarcely be a doubt that the con- 
stitutional duty and power of the 
courts to protect life and property 
will be rigidly upheld.
